interested in the bill, and of course Mr. Sulli­ 
van was [interested in its defeat, as it pro 
posed to lock up a great many of his best cus­ 
tomers on the very day on which they would

peaceful and ^uninterrupted Sabbath selling, 
he cried out in the Assembly that the police 
were persecuting him because of his opposi­ 
tion to their bill.

Sullivan is prepared 
to gather that day from his faithful servitors, 
the thieves and pickpockets, must not be 
blighted by any device to protect the visitors 
from robbery and outrage. 


THE KLEPTOMANIAC. 


Bernard Schroeder, salesman for R. G. Sal. 
om an, a Newark tanner, i* in jail on the 
charge of swindling his employ er out of $ 10,- 
000. 
He has made a confession of his mis­ 
deeds involving several other parties, aud has 
evidently relieved his mind of a big load. 
Salomon had taken Schroeder into his confi­ 
dence when a small boy , giving him employ ­ 
m ent that be was greatly in need of, and 
trusting him implicitly , even to the making 
out of bills for goods sold. 
He began his 
stealings y ears ago, by billing first-class as 
third-class goods, and dividing the difference 
w ith dishonest customers. 
W hen these peo­ 
ple had secured enough evidence of hiscrook- 
‘ edness to make him a coward, they black 
mailed him without limit, even refusing to 
divide with him the plunder that they forced 
from him. 
Threats of exposure induced him 
in m any instances to ship his employ er’s 
goods to these scoundrels without pay or 
promise (hereof. 
Letters written by several 
of these people, full of demands and threats, 
have come into the possession of Saloman, 
and others besides Schroeder will be prose­ 
cuted. 
The case is referred to as one of base in­ 
gratitude by the y oungman to his benefactor. 
The truth is that ingratitude had nothing to 
do with it. 
The man stole, not to injure his 
employ er, but because he was born a thief 
and circumstances had placed him within the 
range of serer6 temptation. 
His first crime 
m ay have brought inward contrition aud a 
resolve to reform, but it was then too late, 
for he was in the power of rogues who 
showed him no mercy. As one theft followed 
another without detection, lie began to feel 
that he was practicing a safe business, and to 
his crooked and deficient moral nature it per­ 
haps appeared as legitimate us his master’s 
profits upon an honest trade. 
There is no call for pity in such a case; it 
is only wasted. 
The y oung man deserves to 
be locked up for y ears, to give him the op­ 
portunity for moral discipline that an entire 
removal from temptation affords. 
After he 
comes out of prison he needs to wear the 
brand of his crime upon him in order 
that 
he 
may 
not 
be 
placed 
in a position of trust again, where he would 
be sure to fall. 
There are other occupations 
in which he can be useful, but they should 
be those in which the ODly money he is ever 
allowed to handle is his own wages, lawfully 
and diligently earned. 
Parents are frequently flattered when their 


sons are advanced to positions of financial 
responsibility , not pausing to think that the 
roads to honor and to ruin start from the 
same point. 
Very few have the courage to 
say , as one father said in our hearing: “ I do 
not want my boy placed where large sums of 
money will come into his hands.”

was that 
bis son was too 
y oung and 
inexperienced 
for such 
a 
place, 
and 
that 
bis 
moral 
strength 
had

sufficiently 
tested. 
He 
would rather, he declared, have him work 
for half the wages offered him, if lie could 
be placed where the only money that came 
within his reach was his weekly pay . 
The 
honesty that a boy gains credit for by simply 
being good at home, where there is no oppor­ 
tunity to exhibit any predisposition for evil; 
is not alway s sufficient for these things. 
There are a great many undiscovered and un- 
developed kleptcmaniacs.

T H E W OMEN W HO VOTED. 


The total number of women who voted in 
Wichita, Kansas, at the recent municipal 
election in that city, is found by the Wichita 
Jo u rn a l 
to be 618. 
This for a city of 40,000 
people, does not exhibit much of a boom for 
female suffrage in that otherwise booming 
town. 
A reporter who looked over the regis­ 
try list found a large variety of occupations. 
The largest number wrote themselves down 
as “ housekeepers.” Of these there were465. 
One of the number wrote herself “ house­ 
keeper 
and 
wife,” 
and 
another added 
to 
these 
words 
“ mother.” 
Twenty - 
six were “ teachers,” 23 “dressmakers,” 15 
“ housewives,” 7 had “ no occupation,” 7 
were 
“ sports,” 
7 
" Chambermaids,” 0 
“ cooks,” 6 “ students,” 6 “ boarding-house 
keepers,” 5 “ teachers of music,” 4 “ profes­ 
sional nurses,” 4 “ bawdy -house keepers,” 3 
“ hook agents,” 3 “ clerks,” 2 “ milliners,” 2 
“ artists,” 2 “ journalists,” 2 “ laundresses,” 
2 “ doctors,” 2 “ bookkeepers,” 2 “ waiters,” 
2 “ matrons ” and 2 “ laborers.” Then there 
was one woman registered for each of these 
occupations; 
“ Missionary ,” 
“ editor,” 
“ tailor,” “ boarder,” “ furnished rooms,” 
“ florist,” and “ Christian science healer.” 
These ocrupations» take a wide range, and 
indicate that politics is not the special hobby 
of auy particular vocation. And y et the aver­ 
age woman is quick to learn the arts of the 
politician. < » ne y oung lady engaged in teach­ 
ing writes to a friend in this city that she did 
not vote for her favorite candidate for Mayor 
whom she ardently desired to he elected, be­ 
cause, by trading, she was able to secure 
three or four votes for her favorite School 
Commissioners. 
But she writes: “ I am very 
glad that he” (her preference for May or) “ was 
elected, as 1 was sure that lie would be.” 
Women suffrage is permitted in all towns 
of Kansas in the election of municipal of­ 
ficers. 
But only where women take the field 
for themselves and put up tickets composed 
wholly or principally of their own sex are the 
effects of feminine rule fully realized. 
In 
Argonia and Oskaloosa the Mayors for y ears 
have been women, and the result is so satis­ 
factory that politics are dropped when spring 
election comes around, and women, regard­ 
less of their party affiliations, are chosen.

Mr. Timothy D. Sullivan is another in­ 
teresting statesman from New \ ork who 
represents the second district of that city in 
the Assembly. 
Pnom the 
Almanac bi­ 
ographies we learn that he “ was formerly 
a newspaper delivery clerk; is now an un 
dertaker.” Turning from the Almanac to 
the New York Sun of this morning, we learn 
that two of his business establishments were 
disturbed by the police last Sunday, who 
walked in while trade was at the zenith of 
activity and arrested all the bar tenders. 1 his 
causes the Sun to tell the story of Statesman 
Sullivan’s vocations. 
It says that he 
used 
to be an undertaker, and beside» looking af 
te r his dead constituents lie did bis best to 
provide for his live ones,by running a saloon, 
not in person, but witli the aid of hirelings. 
A year or two ago 
he closed out his 
undertaking business, and started another 
saloon across from the Tombs on Centre 
street. 
These saloons, one on the Bowery 
and the other on Centre street, have been do­ 
ing a prosperous business as well on Sundays 
as on week days." 
Further information is 
vouchsafed to the effect that Mr. Sullivan 
had a “ pull ’’ which had effectually protect­ 
ed him from the police until something hap- 
in the Assembly to provoke enmities. 
"Hfe-fiSd opposed a bill whic h provided for Un­ 
locking up of all professional thieves found 
jn New Y ork on the ilOtli inst., w ithout any 
Hew charge against them.

Governor’s patience to hear that the saloons 
of one of his best friends have been disturbed 
in their Sunday trade, under a law enacted be­ 
fore he held the veto power. 
He will not 
perm it him to be subjected to further annoy­ 
ance by approving a bill for the locking up 
of the professional thieves of Ncwr-York on 
the W ashington centennial. 
The golden har­ 
vest which Tim othy I). Sullivan is prepared 
to gather that day from his faithful servitors, 
the thieves and pickpockets, m ust not be

THE WOMEN WHO VOTED. 


The total number of women who voted in 
Wichita, Kansas, at the recent municipal 
election in that city, is found by the W ichita 
Journal (o be 618. 
This fof a city of 40,000 
people, does not exhibit much of a boom for 
female suffrage in that otherwise booming 
town. 
A reporter who looked over the regis 
try list found a large variety of occupations. 
The largest number wrote themselves down 
as “ housekeepers.” 
Of these there w ere465. 
One of the number wrote herself “ house­ 
keeper 
and 
wife,” 
and 
another added 
to 
these 
words 
“ m other.” 
Twenty- 
six were “ teachers,” 23 “ dressm akers,” 15 
housewives,” 7 had “ no occupation,” 7 
were 
"sports,” 
7 
“ Chambermaids," 6 
“ cooks,” 6 “ students,” 6 “ boarding-house 
keepers,” 5 “ teachers of m usic,” 4 “ profes 
sional nurses,” 4 “ bawdy-liouse keepers,” 3 
“ book agents.” 3 “ clerks,” 2 “ m illiuers," 2 
“ artists,” 2 “ journalists,” 2 “ laundresses,” 
2 “ doctors,” 2 “ bookkeepers,” 2 “ waiters,” 
2 “ matrons ” and 2 “ laborers.” 
Then there 
was one woman registered for each of these 
occupations: 
“ Missionary,” 
“ editor 
“ tailor,” “ boarder,” “ furnished rooms, 
“ florist,” and “ Christian science healer.’ 
These oceupations.tnke a wide range, aud 
indicate that politics is not the special hobby 
of any particular vocation. And yet the aver­ 
age woman is quick to learn the arts of the 
politician. One young lady engaged in teach 
ing writes to a friend in this city that she did 
not vote for her favorite candidate for Mayor 
whom she ardently desired to be elected, be 
cause, by trading, she was able to secure 
three or four votes for lier favorite School 
Commissioners. 
But she writes: “ I am very 
glad that he” (her preference for Mayor) “ was 
elected, as 1 was sure that lie would be.” 
Women suffrage is perm itted in all towns 
of Kansas in the election of municipal of 
fleers. 
But only where women take the field 
for themselves and put up tickets composed 
wholly or principally of their own sex are the 
effects of feminine rule fully realized. 
In 
Argouia and Oskaloosa the Mayors for years 
have been women, and the result is so satis­ 
factory that politics are dropped when spring 
election comes around, and women, regard­ 
less of their party affiliations, are chosen.

PUBLIC OPINION. 


Bernard Schroeder, salesman for R. G. Sal. 
oman, a Newark tanner, is in jail on the 
charge of swindling his em ployer out of $10,- 
000. 
He lias made a confession of bis mis­ 
deeds involving several other parties, aud lias 
evidently relieved his mind of a big load. 
Saloman had taken Schroeder into bis eonfi 
dence when a small boy, giving him em ploy­ 
m ent that be was greatly in need of, and 
trusting him implicitly, even to the making 
out of bills for goods sold. 
He began his 
stealings years ago, by billing first-class as 
third-class goods, and dividing the difference 
w ith dishonest customers. 
When these peo­ 
ple had secured enough evidence of his crook­ 
edness to make him a coward, they black 
mailed him w ithout limit, even refusing to 
divide with him the plunder that they forced 
from him. 
Threats of exposure induced him 
in m any instances to ship his employer’s 
goods to these scoundrels without pay or 
promise thereof. 
Letters written by several 
of these people, full of demands and threats, 
have come into the possession of Saloman, 
and others besides Schroeder will be prose­ 
cuted. 
The case is referred to as one of base in­ 
gratitude by llie young man to his benefactor. 
The truth is that ingratitude had nothing to 
do with it. 
The man stole, not to injure liis 
employer, but because he was born a thief 
and circumstances had placed him within the 
range of severé temptation. 
His first crime 
may have brought inward contrition and a 
reaolve to reform, but it was then too late, 
for he was in the power of rogues who 
showed him no mercy. As one theft followed 
another without detection, he began to feel 
that he was practicing a safe business, and to 
his crooked and deficient moral nature it per­ 
haps appeared as legitimate us his master’s 
profits upon an lioDest trade. 
There is no call for pity in such a case; it 
is only wasted. 
The young man deserves to 
lie locked up for years, to give him the op­ 
portunity for moral discipline that an entire 
removal from temptation affords. 
After lie 
comes out of prison he needs to wear the

An Ulstef County lady; Who Is now travel- 
irtg in the South.writing from »St. Augustine, 
Florida, describes scenes and incidents of her 
travels as follows: 
“ St. Augustine-is the oldest European set­ 
tlement in the United States, a band of 
Huguenots having settled here in 1564, more 
than 50 years before the Pilgrims landed at 
Plymouth Rock. 
The year after—156.5— 
Philip II.,of Spain, sent a famous commander 
to colonize the couni ry and suppress the 
Huguenots, which he did effectively and 
with great cruelty, putting to death all the 
prisoners, * not because they are Frenchmen, 
but because they are heretics and enemies of 
God.’ Two years later this massacre was 
avenged by a French adventurer, de Gour- 
gues, who, with a small force of volunteers, 
attacked and captured the Spanish forts on 
the St. John, and hanged his prisoners, ‘ not 
because they are Spaniards, but because they 
are traitors, robbers, and murderers.' 
He, 
however, made no attempt to retain his con­ 
quest, but after his deed of retribution was 
accomplished returned to France. The place 
is so distinctly Spanish now that there is lit­ 
tle to remind us of those days ex cept the old 
forts.

We left St. Augustine on March 
23, and stopped a few days at Palatka, 
which is an uninteresting place. 
Our pleas­ 
antest hours while in Palatka were spent at 
the orange-packing house of J. Hasbrouck, 
formerly 
of Walden, N. Y. 
A pleasant 
trip 
was 
to 
Ocala 
and 
a 
visit to 
the Ex position there. 
A farmer, who had 
charge,and wliq seemed particularly proud of 
the Citrus Company ex hibit, told us that the 
whole was done in such a hurry, that one 
month before the ex hibition was opened the 
timber of which the building was composed 
was growing in the forest. 
From Ocala we 
took a train to Silver Springs, and from there 
a wonderful tub-shaped 
boat for a sail 
down the Ocklawaha. 
After leaving Silver 
Springs for 10 miles the water is so clear—in 
some places being 60 feet deep—that we could 
see the rocks on the bottom and fishes and 
turtles. 
All over the surface we could sec 
the ripples made by the bubbling cf water 
from springs. 
We do not go many miles 
before we realize why we have a boat shaped 
like a tub with the wheel astern, for none 
other could make the abrupt turns in this 
narrow stream. At many points the River is 
not more than 20 feet wide and in manv 
places the trees meet overhead, with 
fes­ 
toons of grey moss, which we pull from the 
trees as we pass by. 
In some places our boat 
makes the turn as if it were on a pivot. 
We 
are told that our boat heads toward every point 
of compass within any half hour,and it is easy 
to believe. 
The crooked River elicited many 
amusing 
remarks. 
One 
young 
lady 
called it a ‘vice versa’ river,and described it as 
the ‘greatest bender we had ever been on.’ 
We see a few alligators, none more than 
five 
feet 
in 
leDgth. 
The 
whole 
trip 
is 
interesting 
and 
becomes 
especially so after dark when the pathway of 
the steamer is illumined by the glow of the 
fire suspended in iron fire-pans or cages on 
the corners of the pilot house. 
These are 
constantly fed with pine knots. 
The effect 
of this is impossible to describe, but all com­ 
bines to make an ex perience which may lie 
counted an event in a lifetime. 
We arrive at 
Palatka about 1 a . m. 
I did not state that 
from Palatka to » Silver Springs was 72 miles 
by rail and by boat down the River from Silver 
Sprigs to Palatka we covered 135 miles. 
We 
had anticipated taking a sail up the Indian 
River, but were told we would not see much 
ex cept ‘game and ’gators’ so we did not go,as 
we are anx ious to get West. We see the streets 
here lined on either side with orange trees, 
alternated here and there with palmettos. 
It 
seems so strange to see the fruit and blossoms 
on the trees at the same time. 
In the streets 
we pick up some oranges which have fallen 
off the trees. 
From Palatka we go on to 
Jacksonville. We take a ride along the River, 
the air is filled with the fragrance of orange 
blossoms and they blow from the trees in our 
faces as we ride along. 
We see some pretty 
residences, among them the house of General 
Spinner—with whose signature we are famil­ 
iar—now deserted. 
We leave Jacksonville 
March 29 , come through to New-Orleans, 700 
miles, without stop, in 24 hours.”

SHERIDAN’S “ PERSONAL MEMOIRS ” 


R o ug h E x p e rie n c e W hile C ha sin g I n d ia n s — 
D ro v e O x en . 
General Philip Sheridan, according to his 
“ Personal Memoirs,11 had a rough ex peri- 
letiOe while a Lieubnani, chasing Indians. In 
describing one of these ex ploits he says the 
command was overtaken by a snow storm. 
The snow fell so.deep the horses could not 
travel through it and they encamped for the 
tllght. 
" Near nightfall tile storm « rndunlly 
increased and our bivouac became most un­ 
comfortable; but spreading my blankets on 
the snow I covered them with Indian mat­ 
ting and turned in and slept witli that sound­ 
ness and refreshment accorded by nature to 
one ex hausted by fatigue. 
When I awoke in 
the morning I found myself under t wo feet 
of snow, from which 1 arose with difficulty, 
vet grateful that it bad kept me warm dur­ 
ing the night,’’ Sheridan's vigorous language 
during a battle has often been commented 
Upon. 
He tells how effectual it was once iu 
inducing a six yoke team of oXetl to draw a 
heavy load. 
After a detachment of soldiers 
had been unable to start the ox en, Sheridan 
says be took a flex ible hickory withe, and 
bringing into use “ the rough language of the 
country I induced the ox en to move with alac­ 
rity. 
The ox en had been broken and tr.ainod 
by a man who, when they were in a pinch, 
had encouraged them by his frontier vocabu­ 
lary, and they cOilld ndt realize what w as ex ­ 
pected of them under ordinary conditions, 
until they heard familiar and possibly pro­ 
fanely urgent phrases.” 
When the rebellion 
broke out Sheridan Was stationed in the wil­ 
derness, watching Indians. 
He earnestly 
wished to be at the seat of war. 
He was pa­ 
triotic. 
lie says: “ Isolated as I had been 
through the years spent in the wilderness,my 
patriotism was untainted by politics, and I 
hoped for the RUCcess of the Government 
above all other considerations. 
* * 
* 
In 
no sense did I anticipate what was to happen 
to me afterwards, nor that I was to gain any 
distinction from it. 
I was ready to do mv 
duty to the liest of my ability wherever I 
might he called, and 1 was young, healthy, 
insensible to fatigue and desired opportunity; 
but high rank was so distant in our service 
that not a dream of its attainment had flitted 
through my brain.” ^

An Ulster County ladjr; Who is now travel- 
irig in tiie South.writing from St. Augustine, 
Florida, describes scenes and incidents of her 
travels as follows: 
“ St. A ugustine is the oldest European set* 
tlement in the United States, a hand of 
Huguenots having settled here in 1564, more 
than 50 years before the Pilgrims landed at 
Plym outh Rock. 
The year after—1505— 
Philip II.,of Spain, sent a famous commander 
to colonize the country and suppress the 
Huguenots, which he did effectively and 
with great cruelty, putting to death all the 
prisoners, * not because they are Frenchm en, 
but because they are heretics and enemies of 
God.’ 
Two years later this massacre was 
avenged by a French adventurer, de Gour- 
gues, who, witli a small force of volunteers, 
attacked nod captured the Spanish forts on 
the St. John, and hanged his prisoners, ‘ not 
because they are Spaniards, but because they 
are traitors, robbers, and murderers.’ 
He, 
however, made no attempt to retain his con­ 
quest, but after his deed of retribution was 
accomplished returned to France. The place 
is so distinctly Spanish now that there is lit­ 
tle to remind us of those days except the old 
forts. 
All the old streets are very narrow. 
Many of the old houses have hanging bal 
conics 
from 
the 
second 
stories, which, 
in 
the 
narrow 
streets, 
seem 
almost 
to touch and across which the occupants 
can shake hands. 
If two carriages happen to 
meet in these narrow streets they cannot pass, 
but the one which has driven in the farthest 
has the right of wily, dnd tHe o’her one has 
to back Out. 
Mrs. H. B. Stowe wrote of 
this piace many years ago: ‘ It is impressive 
from its unlikeness to anything else in Am er­ 
ica. 
It is as if some little, old, dead-alive 
Spanish town, with its fort and gateway and 
Moorish bell-towers, had broken loose, floated 
over here, and got stranded on a sand­ 
bank.’ 
We left St. Augustine on March 
23, and stopped a few days at Palatka, 
which is an uninteresting place. 
Our pleas 
antest hours while in Palatka were spent at 
the orange-packing house of J. Hasbrouck 
formerly 
of W alden. N. Y. 
A pleasant 
trip 
was 
to 
Ocala 
and 
a 
visit to 
the Exposition there. 
A farmer, who had 
charge,and whq seemed parclicularlv proud of 
the Citrus Company exhibit, told us that the 
whole was done in such a hurry, that one 
month before the exhibition was opened the 
tim ber of which the building was composed 
was growing in the forest. 
From Ocala we 
took a train to Silver Springs, and from there 
a wonderful 
tub-shaped 
Itoat for a sail 
down the Ocklawaha. 
After leaving Silver 
Springs for 10 miles the water is so clear—in 
some places being 60 feet deep—that we could 
see the rocks on the bottom and fishes and 
turtles. 
All over the surface we could sec 
the ripples made by the bubbling of water 
from springs. 
W c do not go many miles 
before we realize why we have a boat shaped 
like a tub with the wheel astero, for none 
other could make the abrupt turns in this 
narrow stream. 
At many points the River is 
not more than 20 feet wide and in man? 
places the trees meet overhead, with 
fes 
toons of grev moss, which we pull from the 
trees as we pass by. 
In some places our boat 
makes the turn as if it were on a pivot. 
We 
are told that our boat heads toward every point 
of compass within any half hour,and it is easy 
to believe. 
The crooked River elicited many 
amusing 
remarks. 
One 
young 
lady 
called it a ‘viceversa’ river,and described it as 
the ‘greatest bender we had ever been on. 
We see a few alligators, none more than 
five 
feet 
in 
length. 
The 
whole 
trip 
is 
interesting 
and 
becomes 
especially so after dark when the pathway of 
the steamer is illumined bv the glow of the 
fire suspended in iron fire-pans or cages on 
the corners of the pilot bouse. 
These are 
constantly led w ith pine knots. 
The effect 
of this is impossible to describe, but all com 
bines to make an experience which may lie 
counted an event in a lifetime. 
W e arrive at 
Palatka about 1 a. m , 
I did not state that 
from Palatka to Silver Springs was 72 miles 
by rail and by boat down the River from Silver 
Sprigs to Palatka we covered 135 miles. 
We 
hud anticipated taking a sail up the Indian 
River, but were told we would not see much 
except ‘game and ’gators’ so we did not go,as 
we are anxious to get West. We see the streets 
here liued on either side with orange trees 
alternated here and there with palmettos, 
seems so strange to see the fruit and blossoms 
on the trees at the same time. 
In the streets 
we pick up some oranges which have fallen 
off the trees. 
From Palatka we go on to 
Jacksonville. W e take a ride along the River, 
the air is filled with the fragrance of orange 
blossoms and they blow from the trees in our 
faces as we ride along. 
W e see some pretty 
residences, among them the house of General 
Spinner—with whose signature we are famil 
iar—now deserted. 
W e leave Jacksonville 
March 29, come through to Ncw-Orleans, 700 
miles, without stop, in 24 hours.”

SHERIDAN’S “ PERSONAL MEMOIRS” 


R ough E xperience W hile C hasing In d ia n s — 
D rove Oxen. 
General Philip Sheridan, according to his 
“ Persohal Memoirs," had a rough experi- 
Ibce while a Lieutenant, chasing Indians. In 
describing one of these exploits he says the 
command was overtaken by a snow storm. 
The snow fell so.deep the horses could not 
travel through it and they encamped for the 
flight. 
*’ Near nightfall tile storm gradually 
increased and our bivouac became most un­ 
comfortable; but spreading my blankets on 
the snow I covered them with Indian m at­ 
ting and turned in and slept with that sound­ 
ness and refreshment accorded by nature to 
one exhausted by fatigue. 
When I awoke in 
the morning I found myself under t wo feet 
of snow, from which I arose with difficulty, 
vet grateful that it bad kept me warm dur­ 
ing the night.” Sheridan’s vigorous language 
during a Irattle has often been commented 
Upon. 
He tells bow effectual it was once in 
inducing a six yoke team of oXefl to draw a 
heavy load. 
After a detachment of soldiers 
had been unable to start the oxen, Sheridan 
says be took a flexible hickory withe, aud 
bringing iuto use “ (he rough language of the 
country I induced theoxen to move with alac­ 
rity. 
The oxen had been broken and trained 
by a man who, when they were in a pinch, 
had encouraged them by his frontier vocabu­ 
lary, and they could ndt realize what was ex­ 
pected of them under ordinary conditions, 
until they heard familiar and po'sibly pro­ 
fanely urgent phrases.” 
When the rebellion 
broke out Sheridan Was siatlotted in the wil­ 
derness, watching Indians. 
He earnestly 
wished to be at *he seat of war. 
He was pa­ 
triotic. 
He says; “ Isolated as I had been 
through tlie years spent in the wilderness,my 
patriotism was untainted by politics, and I 
hoped for the success of the Government 
above all other considerations. 
* * 
* 
In 
no sense did I anticipate what was to happen 
to me afterwards, nor tlint I was to gain any 
distinction from it. 
I was ready to do mv 
duty to the la-st of my ability wherever 1 
might be called, and 1 was young, healthy, 
insensible to fatigue and desired opportunity; 
but high rank was so distant in our service 
that not a dream of its attainment had flitted 
through my brain.”

Bernard Schroeder, salesman for R. G. Sal. 
oman, a Newark tanner, is in jail on the 
charge of swindling his employer out of $10,- 
000. 
He has made a confession of his mis­ 
deeds involving several other parties, and lias 
evidently relieved his mind of a big load. 
Saloman had taken Schroeder into his cont) 
lienee when a small boy, giving him em ploy­ 
ment that be was greatly iii need of, anil 
trusting bim implicitly, even to the making 
out of bills for goods sold. 
Ile ta-gan his 
stealings years ago, by billing first class as 
third-class goods, and dividing (he difference 
with dishonest customers. 
When these peo­ 
ple hail secured enough evidence of hiserook- 
* cd ness to make him a coward, they black 
mailed him without limit, even refusing to 
divide with him the plunder that they foreed 
from bim. 
Threats of exposure induced him 
in many instances to ship bis employer’s 
goods to these scoundrels without pay or 
promise thereof. 
Letters written by severs! 
of these people, full of demands and threats, 
have come into the possession of Saloman 
and others besides Schroeder will be prose 
cu ted. 
The lase is referred to as one of base in- 
gratitude by the young man (obis benefactor. 
The truth is that ingratitude hail nothing to 
do with it. 
The man stole, not to injure his 
employer, but liccause be was born a thief 
and circumstances had placed him within the 
range of severe temp tat ion. 
His first crime 
may have brought inward contrition aud a 
resolve to reform, but it was then too late 
for be was in the power of rogues who 
•bowed bim no mercy. As one theft followed 
another without detection, he began to feel 
that be was practicing a safe business, and to 
bis crooked and deficient moral nature it per­ 
haps appeared as legitimate as his master's 
profits upon an honest trade. 
There is no call for pity in such a case; it 
is only wasted. 
The young man deserves to 
lie locked up for years, to give him the op 
portunity for moral discipline that ai* entire 
removal from temptation affords. 
After he 
comes out of prison he needs to wear the 
brand of bis crime upon him In order 
that 
he 
may 
not 
be 
placed 
in a position of trust again, where he would 
be sure to fall. 
There are other occupations 
ill Which he can be useful, but they should 
bs those in which the only money he is ever 
allowed 11> handle is bis own wages, lawfully 
and diligently earned. 
Parents are frequently flattered when their 


sons are advanced to positions of financial 
responsibility, not pausing to think that the 
roads to honor and to ruin start from the 
snmo point. 
Very few have the courage to 
say. as one father said in our hearing: “ I do 
not want my l>oy placed where large sums of 
money will rome into Ids hands.” 
Ile said 
his 
reason 
was 
that 
his 
son 
was too 
young 
and 
inexperienced 
for such 
a 
place, 
and 
that 
his 
moral 
strength 
had 
not 
lieen 
sufficiently 
tested. 
He 
would rather, he declared, have him work 
for half the wages offered him, if lie could 
be placed where the only money that came 
within his reach was his weekly pay. 
The 
honesty that a boy gains credit for by simply 
being good at. home, w here there is no oppor- 
tunity to exhibit any predisposition for evil; 
is not always sufficient for these things. 
There are a great many undiscovered and un­ 
developed kleptomaniacs. 


THE WOMEN WHO VOTED. 


The total number of women who voted iii 
Wichita, Kansas, at the recent municipal 
election in that city, is found by the Wichita 
Journal lo be OIH. 
This fof a city of 40,000 
people, does trot exhibit much of a lioom for 
female suffrage in that otherwise booming 
town. 
A reporter who looked over the regia 
try list found a large variety of occupations. 
The largest numlier wrote themselves down 
as “housekeepers." 
Of these there were465. 
One of the number wrote herself " house­ 
keeper 
and 
w ife,” 
and 
another added 
to 
these 
words 
“ mother.” 
Twenty- 
six were “teachers,” 23 "dressmakers,” 16 
"housewives," 7 had “ no occupation,” 7 
were 
“ sports," 
7 
" Chambermaids,” 6 
“ cooks," 6 “ students,” 6 "boarding house 
keepers,” 5 “ teachers of music," 4 " profes 
slonal nurses,” 4 "bawdy house keepers,” 3 
" l*ook agents.” 3 "clerks,” 2 "milliners," 2 
"artists," 2 " journalists," 2 "laundresses," 
2 "doctors,” 2 " bookkeepers," 2 " waiters," 
2 “ matrons ” and 2 “ laborers.” 
Then there 
was one woman registered for each of these 
occupations; 
“ Missionary,” 
“ editor,” 
"tailor,” " ixia rile r,” " furnished rooms,” 
" florist,” and "Christian science healer.” 
These occupat ions.take a wide range, and 
indicate that politics is not the special bobby 
of any particular vocation. And yet the aver­ 
age woman is quick to learn tile arts of the 
politician, t inc young lady engaged in teach­ 
ing w rites to a friend in this city that xiii* did 
not vote for lier favorite candidate for Mayor 
whom she ardently desired to lx* elected, 1*'- 
cause, hr trailing, she was able to secure 
three or four votes for lu r favorite School 
Commissioners. 
But she writes: "I ani very 
glad that he” (lier preference for Mayor) "was 
elect oil, as I was sure that be would lie.” 
Women suffrage is permitted in all towns 
of Kansas in the election of municipal of­ 
ficer*. 
But only where women take the field 
for themselves and put up tickets composed 
wholly or principally of their own sex are the 
effects of feminine nile fully realized. 
In 
Argonia and Oskaloosa the Mayors for years 
have been women, and the result is so satis­ 
factory that politics are dropjxai w hen spring 
election comes around, and women, regard­ 
less of their party affiliation*, are chosen.

An Ulster County lady, Who is now travel­ 
ing lh the South.w riting from St. Augustine, 
Florida, describes scenes and incidents of her 
travels as follows: 
“ St. A ugustine is the oldest European set­ 
tlement in the United Staten, a land of 
Huguenots having settled here in 1564, more 
than 50 years before the Pilgrim s landed at 
Plym outh Rock. 
The year after—1565— 
Philip II.,of Spain, sent a famous commander 
to colonize the country and suppress the 
Huguenots, which he did effectively and 
with great cruelty, putting to death all the 
prisoners, ‘ not because they arc Frenchmen, 
but because they nre heretics and enemies of 
God.’ 
Two years later this massacre was 
avenged by a French adventurer, de Gour 
gues, who, with u small force of volunteers, 
attacked nod captured the Spanish forts on 
the St. John, nnd hanged his prisoners, 1 not 
because they are Spaniards, but because they 
are traitors, robbers, and m urderers.’ 
He, 
however, made no attempt to retain his con­ 
quest, but after Ids deed of retribution was 
accomplished returned to France. The place 
is so distinctly .Spanish now that there is lit­ 
tle to remind us of those days except the old 
forts. 
All the old streets are very narrow.

can shake hands.

this place many years ago: ‘ It is impressive 
from its unlikeness I ) anything else in Amer 
ica. 
It is as if some little, old, dead-alive 
Spanish town, with its fort and eatewny and 
Moorish bell towers, had broken loose, floated 
over here. and got stranded on a sand­ 
bank.’ 
We left St. Augustine on March 
28, and stopped a few days at Palatka, 
which is an uninteresting place. 
Our pleas 
antest hours while in Palatka were spent at 
the orange packing house of J . Hasbrouck, 
formerly 
of W alden. N. Y. 
A pleasant 
trip 
was 
to 
Ocala 
and 
a 
visit to 
the Exposition there. 
A farm er, who had 
charge,nnd whq seemed pa reticular! v proud of 
the Citrus Company exhibit, told us flint the 
whole was done in such a hurry, that one 
month before the exhibition was opened the 
tim ber of which the building was composed 
was growing in the forest. 
From Ocala we 
took a train to Silver Springs, and from there 
a wonderful 
tub *ha|>u*l 
te a t for a sail 
down the Ockiawuba. 
After halving Silver 
Springs for IO miles the water is so clear—in 
some places being 60 feet deep—that we could 
see the rocks on the bottom and fishes and 
turtles. 
All over the surface we could see 
the ripples made by the bubbling cf water 
from springs. 
W e do not go many mile: 
tx*fore we realize why we have a te a t shaped 
like a tub with the wheel astern, for none 
other could make the abrupt turns in this 
nairow stream. 
At many points the River is 
not more than 20 feet wide and in man? 
places the trecs meet overhead, with 
fes 
toons of grey moss, which we pull from the 
trees as we pass by. 
lo some places our boat 
makes the turn as if it were on a pivot. 
W< 
are told that our boat heads tow ani every point 
of compass within any half hour,and it is easy 
to believe. 
The crooked River elicited many 
amusing 
remarks. 
One 
young 
lady 
called it a ‘vice versa' river,and described it us 
the ‘greatest tender we had ever been on 
We sec a few alligators, none more than 
five 
fact 
in 
length. 
The 
whole 
trip 
is 
interesting 
and 
becomes 
especially so after dark when the pathway of 
the steamer is illumined bv the glow of the 
Are suspended in iron fire-pans or cages on 
the corners of the pilot house. 
These are 
constantly fed with pine knots. 
The effect 
of this is im posable to describe, hut all com ­ 
bines to make an experience which may lie 
counted an event in a lifetime. 
W e arrive at 
Palatka about I a. m . 
I did uot state that 
from Palatka to Silver Springs was 72 miles 
hy rail and by boat down the River from Silver 
Sprigs to Palatka we covered 185 miles. 
We 
had anticipated taking a sail up the Indian 
River, but were told we would not see much 
except ‘game and ’gators’ so we did not go,as 
we are anxious to get West. We see the streets 
here lined on eithrr tide with orange trees, 
alternated here and there with palmettos. 
It 
seems so strange to see the fruit and blossoms 
on the trees at the same time. 
In the streets 
we pick up some oranges which have fallen 
off the trees. 
From Palatka we go on to 
Jacksonville. W e take a ride along the River, 
the air is filled with the fragrance of orang* 
blossoms and they blow from the trees in our 
faces as we ride along. 
We see some pretty 
residences, am ong them the house of General 
Spinner—with whose signature we are fainil 
iar—now deserted. 
We leave Jacksonville 
Murch 29, come through to New-Orleans, 700 
miles, without stop, in 24 hours."

SHERIDAN’S “ PERSONAL MEMOIRS " 


Rough Experience W hile Chasing Indian* - 
Drove Oxen. 


General Philip Sheridan, according to his 
' ‘ Personal Memoirs," had a rough experi­ 
ence while a Lieutenant, chasing Indians. In 
describing one of these exploits he says the 
command was overtaken by a snow storm. 
The snow fell so.deep the horses could not 
travel through it and they encamped for the 
night. 
" Nutt!1 nightfall the storm gradually 
increased nnd our bivouac became most un­ 


comfortable: but spreading my blankets on 
the snow I covered them with Indian m at­ 
ting and turned In and slept with that sound­ 
ness nnd refreshment accorded by nature to 
one exhausted by fatigue. 
When I awoke In 
the m orning I found myself under t wo feet 
of snow, from which I arose with difficulty, 
vet grateful that it had kept me warm dur­ 
ing the night." Sheridan's vigorous language 
during n liattle has often been commented 
upon. 
Ile tells how effectual it was once iu 
inducing a six yoke team of ox* ti to draw a 
heavy load. 
After a detachment of soldiers 
had been unable to start tile oxen, Sheridan 
says he took a flexible hickory w ithe, aud 
bringing into use "the rough language of the 
country I Induced the oxen to move w ith alac­ 
rity. 
The oxen had teen broken aud trained 
by a mnn who, when they were In a pinch, 
had encouraged them by Ids frontier vocabu­ 
lary, and they could nut realize what was ex­ 
pected of them under ordinary conditions, 
until they heard fam iliar nnd possibly pro 
fanely urgent phrases.” 
When the rebellion 
broke out Sheridan Was alation***! in the wil 
ilerness, watching Indians. 
11** earnestly 
wished lo be at the seat of war. 
Ile was pa­ 
triotic. 
lie says: “ Isolated as I had teen 
through tile years spent in tile wilderness, my 
patriotism was untainted by politics, and I 
hoped for the success of the Government 
above all other considerations.

In 
no sense did I anticipate what was to happen 
to me afterw ards, nor that I was to gain any 
distinction from It. 
I was teady to do mv 
duty to the In st of my ability wherever I 
might In* called, and I was young, healthy, 
insensible to fatigue nnd desired opportunity; 
but high rank was so distant in our service 
that not a dream of ijs attainm ent had flitted 
through my brain."
